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Exports 
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Trade  Surplus  Down  -  March’s  agri¬ 
cultural  trade  surplus  dropped  to  $1 .5 
billion,  as  imports  rose  more  than 
exports  compared  to  February.  March’s 
surplus  was  6  percent  less  than  last 
year,  but  the  cumulative  surplus  for 
October  1992  to  March  1993  totaled 
$1 0.7  billion,  unchanged  from  a  year 
earlier  (table  3). 

Exports  Up  Slightly  -  Exports  totaled 
about  $3.9  billion,  $130  million  higher 
than  a  year  ago.  Beef  exports  turned 
upwards  in  March  after  slipping  the 
previous  two  months.  However,  ship¬ 
ments  continued  slow  to  Mexico  due  to 
the  tariffs  imposed  at  the  end  of  1992. 
Horticultural  exports  totaled  over  $590 
million  as  vegetable  exports  reached  the 
highest  monthly  level  in  over  two  years, 
and  fruit  and  fruit  juice  shipments  gained. 
October-March  exports  totaled  $23.2 
billion,  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 

Wheat  exports  totaled  3.2  million  tons, 

15  percent  larger  than  in  March  1992. 
Exports  to  the  former  Soviet  Union 
totaled  nearly  470,000  tons,  up 
significantly  over  the  previous  month. 
Exports  rose  to  265,000  tons  to 
Morocco,  and  to  220,000  tons  to  Algeria. 
Shipments  to  China  dropped  to  213,000 
tons.  Wheat  exports  for  October-March 
totaled  19  million  tons,  3  percent  less 
than  a  year  earlier. 

Corn  exports  dipped  to  3.4  million  tons, 
but  were  9  percent  larger  than  last 
March.  Japan  was  the  largest  market  at 
1.3  million  tons.  Taiwan  purchased  over 
530,000  tons,  followed  by  Spain 
(368,000  tons)  and  Poland  (277,000 
tons).  Slightly  more  than  100,000  tons 
were  shipped  to  Egypt.  Corn  exports  for 
October-March  totaled  24  million  tons, 

21  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 

Soybean  exports  slowed  in  March  to  2.2 
million  tons,  but  were  26  percent  larger 
than  last  year.  Shipments  to  the  EC 
slowbd  to  950,000  tons,  and  Japan  and 
Taiwan  each  purchased  about  335,000 
tons.  Soybean  oil  exports  were  9 
percent  ahead  of  last  year,  with  large 
gains  to  Mexico  and  Peru.  October- 
March  soybean  exports  totaled  14.4 
million  tons,  14  percent  ahead  of  a  year 
ago. 


Grain  sorghum  exports  totaled  808,000 
tons,  a  5-percent  drop  from  last  March. 
Exports  to  Mexico  were  steady  at 
547,000  tons,  but  fell  to  Japan  at 
1 75,000  tons.  Spain  purchased  52,000 
tons.  October-March  exports  were  4.2 
million  tons,  4  percent  less  than  last 
year. 

Cotton  exports  turned  upward  to  138,000 
tons,  but  were  24  percent  below  last 
March.  Exports  to  both  Japan  and  Korea 
rose  to  25,000  tons.  Shipments  to 
Mexico  dropped  to  1 1 ,000  tons. 
October-March  exports  totaled  637,000 
tons,  29  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Fiscal  1993  shipments  have  dropped 
sharply  in  Asian  markets,  especially  to 
Japan,  China,  Thailand  and  Indonesia. 

Imports  Rise  -  Imports  rose  sharply  to  a 
near  record  $2.4  billion,  and  were  1 0 
percent  higher  than  last  March.  Beef 
imports  rebounded  from  the  previous 
month  to  $1 83  million.  Fruit  imports  rose 
to  a  seasonal  high  of  $186  million  on 
increased  shipments  of  grapes  from 
Chile  and  melons  from  Mexico  and 
Costa  Rica.  Vegetable  imports  soared  to 
over  $280  million  as  imports  of  cauli¬ 
flower  and  broccoli,  and  onions  from 
Mexico  reached  seasonal  highs. 
Unmanufactured  tobacco  imports 
continued  to  advance,  up  nearly  150 
percent  over  last  March.  Both  banana 
and  coffee  imports  reached  seasonal 
peaks.  Imports  for  October-March 
totaled  $12.5  billion,  5  percent  higher 
than  last  year.  (Joel  Greene, 
202-219-0822) 


State  Export  Shares  -  California,  with 
estimated  exports  of  $5.1  billion,  was 
the  leading  exporter  of  agricultural 
commodities  in  fiscal  1992  (table  4). 
California  exported  nearly  $3.5  billion  in 
fruits,  tree  nuts,  and  vegetables.  Iowa 
was  second,  followed  by  Nebraska, 
Illinois,  Texas,  Kansas,  Minnesota, 
North  Dakota,  Indiana,  and 
Washington.  Iowa  was  the  leading 
exporter  of  feed  grains  and  soybeans. 
Nebraska  led  in  exports  of  live  animals 
and  meat  products.  Kansas  was  the 
largest  wheat  exporter. _
